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and <3aius will receive none. Trinity receives 
them ; but, with the liberality which in many 
reispects marks its arrangements, makes no dis- 
tinction in' the dress it clothes them in* At 
Trinity the fellow-commoners (gentlemen-com- 
moners at Oxford, but by no rule I am ac* 
quainted with the better gentlemen) wear blue 
and silver. At the rest (excepting Downing) 
black and gold, with some slight difference in 
the braiding, scarcely worth noticing; and at 
Downing they '' walk in silk attire." Noble- 
men have a costume corresponding to their 
dignity. By the word nobleman, you must un- 
derstand, every titled thing is denoted from 
the Earl Marshal to the Knight of yesterday. 
Subject to the payment of certain fees. I will 
just give you some idea of the esteem in which 
these separate orders are held, and then quit 
the subject. Sizers are generally men of small, 
or rather of no fortunes, supported, during re-., 
sidence, either by exhibitions from their schools^ 
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or by subscriptions from their friends ; they 
come from the middle ^nd the lower orders : 
not anfrequently they are retired schoohnasters, 
or dissatisfied subs ; men of mature years' and 
proportionate knowledge, submitting, with a 
bad g^rac^y tp the maxims they had enforced ; and 
occasionally, by a strange yicissitude, subjected 
to the controul of the very persons oyer,. whom 
they ha4, ^eld the reins of discipline. Some, 
it is true, are of great re^spectability; — sons of 
clergymen of small incomes, of officers, &c. ; 
but these are rare ; as all, who can possibly con- 
trive it, prefer becoming pensioners :jto wearing 
a particular dress, and being subjected to most 
illiberal restrictions* , . ,

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The pensioners form the great body of uiider- 
giaduatesy and are to be found of all ranks 
and of all characters ; comprisiiig, in their num- 
ber, the best informed and the worst informed— 
the most gentlemanly, and the least so — the 
proudest and the meanest, from the most 
stately tree of ancient worth, with its knotted 
stem and wide-'Spreading branches, down to 
the greenest shoot of modem pretension. 

To assign them therefore a distinctive charac- 
ter^ is almost impracticable ; at least, my young 
pen is not the one that would pretend to draw 
it* From the fellow-commoners', learning, in 
the confined and local sense of the word, 
is hardly to be expected ; they frequently, 
boweyer, possess many acquirements, much 
more valuable in the long run, and conducive, 
in a yet higher degree, to the pleasure and im^ 
provement of life. Excepting such as have an 
honourable prefix to their names, there are 
in proportion not near so many men of family 
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fellow-commoners ' as pensioners ; the cause of 
this I cimnot undertake to explain : the faneifal 
may sometimes Irace the effect in the coarse- 
ness of feature which the velvet cap not unfre- 
quently shades. In any remarks I may have 
made here, be pleased to remember I am stating 
nothing on my own aathority simply: I do no 
more than embody the floating opinions of the 
place, and give them a being and a name. 

Now for Cambridge, in a brick atid mortar 
sense : — the town occupies a considerable extent 
of ground. Sihce'the late war, the number of 
students in residence has been increased in a

Of the public buildings^ 
some are particularly fine, including the far- 
famed chapel of Kings College ; the house of 
convocation; church of St. Marys; new Col- 
lege of Corpus, a splendid pile, and finished in 
excellent taste ;' and the as yet incomplete im- 
provements at Kings, which do Mr. Wilkins, 
the architect, the highest credit.

opposite to whicb staiujU the library, e^rected, 
as I haye been infonoed, by Sir C. Wren : if 
so, to say it is a beaatifol buildiiig, is almost 
unnecessary. The remaining sides consbt of 
spacious apartments, principally occupied by 
ike fellaws; beneath which, as also the library, 
are capital cloisters ; in which, whatever may 
be the state of the weather, you are secured a 
convenieut and healthy walk.

The country 
round Cambridge is dreary and uninteresting, 
and the air impregnated with the malaria, from 
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the fens on which it borders.' ' Yon may judge 
how level the general face of the county must 
be/when you are informed a slight rising of the 
ground, about four miles from Cambridge, and 
not really distinguishable half a mile distant, is 
dignified with the imposing appellation of the 
range of the Gogmagog hills.' The scene is 
enlivened by a few gentleman's seats, scattered 
at wide intervals; but these, in point of extent 
or beauty, are of a very moderate order. Wim- 
pole, the residence of the Earl of Hardwicke, 
lord-high-steward of the University, is the 
best: yet few noblemen's seats, I should 
imagine, have less to recommend it. If yon 
are fond of hunting, it is considered a good 
country for that; and two or three packs of 
hounds are within your reach : if you are only 
a beginner, and wish to take a lesson or two

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feminine gender ; in duos dtictos in ires, we 
easily arrive at the idea intended to be con- 
yeyedy two led into three ; that is, two carried 
into three or brought or taken to; this is evi- 
dently identical in signification with multiplied 
into^ which is the true scholastic version. Deve- 
lopare, to develope^ gives also a striking proof 
of the similarity the Latin bears to the English 
idiom.

— Dispute in English, 
Sir ! — ^you must he a man of most " ohtuse 
ingenuity," V to propose such an alteration;, know 
you' not science might lose half its beauty, 
spoken in the mother tongue? — omm ignotum 
pro magnifico .habetur. Besides, what will 
become of Cicero, Caesar, Sallust, Plautus^^ 
Terence, Tacitus, &c. if we drop Latinity? 
The argument is impregnable, and so — long live 
the schools ! And even were the schools to live 
for ever, just in. their present state, not a jot 
improved, I would say to a man. asking my 
advice. If you entertain any feeling short of a 
downright aversion for study, the best thing 
you can do is to read, be it ever so little; if 
you are fortunate enough to achieve honour, 
well ; if you have honour thrust upon you, such

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as you never coveted^ be consoled^ you will 
have lost nothing. The stories your friends will 
propagate in your behalf, are certain of pio- 
pitiating all beyond the circle of the Academy, 
if they fail in convincing those within it. It is 
the commofiest thing in the world to hear it 
said of a wedge, the ultima Thule of classic 
depreciation, he is really (with due emphasis) 
a very fair scholar, quite competent to lead the 
second class at least; but, poor fellow! he 
read too hard, or too deep; he wrote indis- 
tinctly, or leisurely ; he lost his papers, ^r his 
wits.

I HAVE been down to the Union, and cannot 
get a s^ht of one of the papers — they are all 
engaged three deep; and so hot uid full ia 
the room, that I am glad to have made my way 
out of it.
